Cheerful greetings! 

Happy meetings! 

Spiritual songs! 

Hallelujahs! 

A thousand shouts of glory and 
hearty amens! 

It is six o’clock in the evening. 
Chattanooga’s Memorial Auditorium is 
thronged. The happy crowd waits pa- 
tiently, but the spiritual tension is 
high, for in thirty minutes the 33rd 
Annual Assembly of the Church of God 
is to open, and the people are anxious 
to learn whether an Assembly, true to 
our custom and spirit, can actually con- 
vene in the month of August. But we 
all know now it is possible, for the peo- 
ple will not be dissuaded from attending 
this unique gathering of Christian 
workers. Some of us had thought our 
crowd would be considerably less at this 
season of the year, but a glimpse into 
the packed galleries on several occasions 
made us wonder how we could have ac- 
commodated a crowd any larger. 


THE OPENING 

A stirring message of welcome was 
given to the delegates by Pastor Houston 
Morehead of East Chattanooga. Also the 
City of Chattanooga extended a warm 
welcome and hearty greetings through 
its mayor, Hon. E. Bass, and Mr. Ral- 
eigh Crumbliss on behalf of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Judging from the 
responding shouts that _ resounded 
through the vast audience, the welcome 
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messages had the desired effect. 
REPORTS FROM THE STATES 


It was an interesting sight to see the 
state overseers with the delegates from 
their states and territories, many of 
whom had traveled almost across the 
continent, marching under banners to 
the platform to give report of their 
labors during the year. They appeared to 
give good account of their stewardship, 
and did so joyfully. In spite of the short 
Assembly year we had just closed, of 
barely more than ten months, most of 
the states showed an increase in every 
department. The large delegations that 
stood with them on the platform were 
proof of their success. 

THE Y. P. E. PROGRAM 

There were daily programs in inter- 
est of the young people. Every morning 
there were lectures on Revelation by 
Brothers U. D. Tidwell and B. L. Hicks, 
which were said by many to have been 
profitable and blessed indeed. The cli- 
max of these programs, and unques- 
tionably one of the high points of the 
entire Assembly, was the night service 
in charge of the Y. P. E. Those who 
have predicted the downfall of the 
Church of God should have seen that 
splendid representative group of young 
people which filled the platform. They 
lack neither spirituality, intelligence, tal- 
ent, nor zeal, and are using their abili- 
ties to promote the interest of the 
Church of God. 

It was during this service that the 


national Y. P. E. banner was awarded to 
the state of South Carolina, Robert 
Johnson, president, for the most sub- 
stantial increase in membership. 
THE ORPHANAGE 

One of the outstanding and most 
touching features of the Assembly was 
the orphanage program, in which the 
entire number of Church of God or- 
phans, of about 105, sat in a body on 
the platform, gave a demonstration of 
their excellent training, and a worthy 
performance entitled “Kneel at the 
Cross.” Our people are pleased with the 
orphanage work and the progress that 
has been made in this department. They 
proved it again by giving a liberal free- 
will offering of $340.81. 

BIBLE SCHOOLS 

Space was provided for a Bible School 
program in which the various repre- 
sentatives of the schools had oppor- 
tunity to announce their work and tell 
of the success that has been accom- 
plished in training young people for 
Christian service. Students of the Bible 
Training School at Sevierville were jub- 
ilant as they anticipated entering their 
new premises, and we all rejoiced with 
them. 

THE MISSION SERVICE 

The Church of God has become mis- 
sion-conscious, and of course there was 
an impressive mission service. A num- 
ber of our foreign missionaries were 
present and spoke of the work in for-

I am sure the Editor and the majority 
of the readers believe what the Word 
teaches on divine healing. 

“And with his stripes we are healed,” 
Tea. $335. 

“By whose stripes ye were healed,” 1 
Peter 2:24. 

These two scriptures make it clear 
that healing is in the atonement, a 
good foundation to begin to build our 
faith on. Healing for the body is some- 
thing everybody is interested in. Many 
go to specialists. They do what they be- 
lieve to be for the best and often they 
relieve pain and bring about cures. Life 
is encouraged sometimes by their skill. 
That is good, but the believer in the 
Word has an opportunity to call on the 
Jehovah Christ in time of suffering and 
sickness. He has all power in heaven 
and in earth; His ears are ever open to 
our request. I repeat again, it is indeed 
a privilege to call on this great Savior 
and Physician. 

Heb. 13:8, “Jesus Christ the same 
yesterday, and to day, and for ever.” 
This takes in all ages from Adam on 
down, as long as man remains on earth. 
We see from this text that the days of 
miracles are not over and will not be 
as long as man has faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Exod. 15:26, “For I am 
the Lord that healeth thee.” Num. 12: 
13, “Moses cried unto the Lord, saying, 
Heal her (Miriam) now, O God,” and 
she was healed. Elijah raised the wid- 
ow’s son from the dead, 1 Kings 17:19- 
22. Elisha also raised the Shunammite’s 
son from the dead. 2 Kings 20:1-6. God 
spake to Isaiah to tell King Hezekiah to 
set his house in order for he should 
surely die. Hezekiah prayed to God and 
He added fifteen years to his life. 
2 Kings 5:14. This gives an account 
of Naaman the leper being healed by 
dipping seven times in Jordan. “Obedi- 
ence is better than sacrifice.” 

I will now give some scriptures in the 
New Testament. Matt. 7:26. Here 
comes a woman to Jesus to have a de- 
mon cast out of her daughter. He saw 
her faith and cried, “Go thy way, the 
devil has gone out of thy daughter.” 
Jesus also raised Jairus’ daughter from 
the dead. The centurion came to Jesus 
beseeching Him to come and heal his 
servant who was grievously tormented. 
Jesus seeing his faith said, “Go thy 
way, and as thou hast believed, so be it 
unto thee.

In Mark 16:17-20 Jesus tells what 
signs will follow believers.

shall recover.... And they went 
forth, and preached everywhere, the 
Lord working with them, and con- 


firming the word with signs following.” 

Peter and John found a lame man at 
the gate of the temple and he was a beg- 
gar. He asked for alms. Peter said, “‘Sil- 
ver and gold have I none, but such as I 
have, give I thee: in the name of Jesus 
Christ of Nazareth, rise up and walk.” 
Peter took him by the hand and lifted 
him up and immediately his feet and 
ankle bones received strength and he 
leaped and stood up, walked and en- 
tered with them into the temple. Acts 
3:1-10. The people had so much confi- 
dence in the Apostle Peter that they 
brought the sick and laid them on beds 
in the strects believing that the shadow 
of Peter passing would heal them. 

Acts 8:5-8. Philip went down to Sa- 
maria preaching and healing the _ sick. 
And unclean spirits cried with loud 
voices, came out of many that were 
possessed, and the palsied and lunatics 
were healed. 

Acts 9:32-41. Peter went to Lyddia to 
visit the saints. There he found Aeneas 
who had kept his bed eight years, sick 
with palsy. Peter said, “Aeneas, Jesus 
Christ maketh thee whole: arise, and 
make thy bed.” Peter was called to 
Joppa where he found Tabitha who had 
died. He knelt down and prayed and she 
was restored to life. 

James 5:13-16, “Is any sick among 
you? let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over him, 
anointing him with oil in the name of 
the Lord: And the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up! and if he have committed sins, 
they shall be forgiven him.” Some may 
ask, Is this for today?

Live in the Spirit 


“In this was manifested the love of 
God toward us, because that God sent 
his only begotten Son into the world, 
that we might live through him. Here- 
in is love, not that we loved God, but 
that he loved us, and sent his Son to be 
the propitiation for our sins,” 1 John 
4:9, 10.

We should not look on our Christian 
walk as one for gain and profit, posi- 
tion and honor, but a walk with Christ 
to bless men in their great need. I think 
sometimes the Christian walk has been 
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so far from what God would have it, so 
many are after the loaves and fishes, 
and you can tell from their very 
attitude that they are seeking for glory 
and honor. I am sure this is not pleasing 
to God. Oh, let us walk worthy of the 
vocation wherewith. we are called, in 
lowliness and humbleness of mind, seek- 
ing the good of others and not our own 
pleasures and profit. 
Pray in the Spirit 

“Praying always with all prayer and 
supplication in the Spirit,” Eph. 6:18. 

There is nothing so profitable as 
praying in the Spirit. It seems that so 
tew people understand the blessedness of 
allowing the Holy Spirit to direct their 
prayers. We should be in the attitude 
of prayer always. Prayer is not just a 
multiplication of words. It is all right 
to be instant in season and out of sea- 
son and join in the prayers with the 
saints at all times, but the most blessed 
communion that we can have with our 
heavenly Father through Jesus Christ 
our mediator between God and man, is 
to have the spirit of prayer.

Peter was in prison at a cer- 
tain time and the saints prayed and God 
opened the prison door and unlocked 
the big city gate. Peter was so amazed 
he thought he was in a vision, but it 
proved to be real. He went to the place 
where the saints were praying, and 
knocked. They thought it was his 
spirit. I believe that that whole com- 
pany of prayer warriors, and Peter him- 
self, were so filled with the Spirit of 
God and so surrounded with His pres- 
ence and power, that they were out of 
the natural. 

I believe it is possible for us to be 
so taken up with the thing that we feel 
we should have, and the blessings chat 
our friends so badly need, that we will 
be so enveloped by the Spirit until we 
will lose sight of the natural and wiil 
really pray in the Spirit. 

I feel that too few of us stay on our 
knees enough to get the real spirit of 
prayer. I like the humble attitude of 
getting on our knees to pray; it certain- 
ly is the most effective way to reach the 
throne of grace, and to really pray in 
the Spirit.

Early Revivals 


From 1801, for several years, a blessed 
revival spread over West Kentucky, 
Tennessee, and the Carolinas. In this re- 
vival originated our camp _ meetings. 
They would erect their logs or frame 
them and cover them with clap boards 
or shingles. They would erect a shed, 
sufficiently large to protect five thou- 
sand people from wind and rain; build 
a‘large stand, seat the shed and here they 
would collect together from forty to 
fifty miles around. Then, twenty and 
sometimes thirty ministers of different 
denominations would come together and 
preach night and day. 


” 


“T have seen,” says one writer, “more 
than a hundred sinners fall like dead 
men under one powerful sermon, and 
I have seen and heard more than five 
hundred Christians all shouting aloud 
the high praise of God at once.” 

Some old dry professors opposed, some 
sinners mocked, but still the work 
went on, until the country all seemed 
coming home to God. 

In this revival infidelity quailed be- 
fore the mighty power of God, a new 
exercise broke out called the “jerks,” 
which was overwhelming in its effects 
upon the bodies and minds of the peo- 
ple. They would be taken under an ef- 
fective sermon or song, and seized with 
a convulsive jerking all over, which they 
could not avoid, and the more they re- 
sisted the more they jerked. In a large 
audience sometimes more than _ five 
hundred people would be jerking at one 
time. Usvally to obtain relief they 
would rise up and dance. Some would 
run but could not get away. To see 
those proud young gentlemen and young 
ladies, dressed in their silks, jewelry, 
etc., from tip to toe, take the jerks, was 
often amusing. The first jerk or so, 


fine bonnets, caps, and combs would 
fly. 
At another time a _ writer says, 


“When I came around to my appoint- 
ment the house was filled to overflow- 
ing, though large. While I was preach- 
ing near the close of this discourse, sud- 
denly the power of God fell on the con- 
gregation like a flash of lightning, and 
the people fell right and left. Some 
screamed aloud for mercy, others fell 
on their knees and prayed aloud. Our 
meeting lasted nearly ali night.” 

“At another time, we repaired to the 
stand, another minister preached. It 
seemed as if every word took effect. 
There was no outbreak. The vast crowd 
was melted into silent tears. When we

closed he bade me rise and preach. I 
did so. Just as I was closing my sermon 
and pressing it with all the force I could 
command, the power of God was sud- 
denly displayed, and sinners fell by 
scores through all the assembly. We 
had no need of a mourner’s bench. It 
was supposed that several hundred fell 
in five minutes. Sinners turned pale, 
some ran into the woods, some tried to 
get away and fell in the attempt, some 
shouted aloud for joy.” 
Let us pray for a mighty revival, 

revival of God’s own stamp, to sweep 
the country in this very _needy time!

Perhaps we should say 
this is the model Church, the pattern 
for all time. It is a lively body, ever 
working and moving forward. It has 
gifts and power and a fruitful minis- 
try on earth, and therefore mighty 
works follow in its path: 

Five thousand believers are added to 
the Lord in a day. 

A man who had never walked is 
healed instantly, and leaps, walks and 


praises God in company with the 
apostles. 
The apostles and ministers we see 


empowered to meet every emergency of 
the times. 

The Church officials are found faith- 
ful in their places. 

The members are on fire, and march- 
ing as an army with banners. 

In Eph. 5:25-27 we have first a de- 
scription of the character of the Church; 
it is cleansed, sanctified, having no 
spot, wrinkle, or blemish. Second, its 
destiny; it is to be presented to Christ. 


Signs of a Dead or Declining 
Church 


1. When it has no revival spirit, and 
its members are satisfied to remain so. 

2. When there is little condemning of 
sin, or when sin is passed over lightly. 
And when there is a mixture of the 
spirit of the world, with fleshly pride 
and living in luxury. 

3. When prayer is at a low ebb, and 
there is a condition of drowsiness on 
preacher and people, and in spiritual 
concerns there is little interest and ac- 
tivity. 

4. When there is no discerning of the 
times in which we live, and of the evil 
that is multiplying in the world in these 
last days. God has given a description 
of these days in His Word, and _ the 
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wise are to understand. 

5. When there is no missionary spirit. 
Jesus died for all men. True, wide- 
awake Christians realize this, and are 
concerned for the salvation of the lost 
about us and for the millions of 
heathens who sit in darkness and the 
shadow of death in many parts of the 
world today. 

6. When there is no interest in the 
coming of Jesus. Christians are described 
as loving “his appearing” (2 Tim. 4:8). 
Saint Peter said, “Looking for and hast- 
ing unto” that day (2 Peter 3:12) and 
certainly every wide awake lover of the 
Lord is interested in His early return.

eign lands. Hearing the missionaries’ 


good reports of the aggressive work of 
the Church in the mission field, stirred 
hearts profoundly and aroused a new 
interest which will inspire us to good 
works throughout the year. This program 
concluded with a fine cash offering for 
the mission work which amounted to 
$1,480.46. 
THE BISHOPS’ COUNCIL 
The bishops met in council two days 
preceding the opening of the Assembly, 
and transacted some very important busi- 
ness for the Church. Generally speaking, 
considering the volume of business and 
the long strenuous hours spent in coun- 
cil, it was good, and the brethren sought 
to know and do the will of God. 
THE NEXT ASSEMBLY 
Just where the next Assembly will be 
held is doubtful at present. We have 
been invited to Houston, Tex., Atlanta, 
Ga., and Memphis, Tenn. It is believed 
by many that since the Assembly has 
grown to such proportions, it might be 
wise to have an official Assembly of the 
ministry, and concentrate our efforts 
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for more elaborate state conventions, and 
save a considerable amount of the mon- 
ey spent annually going to the Gener- 
al Assembly. This might be a means of 
causing people to take greater interest 
in state conventions, and thereby serve 
a greater number of people more effec- 
tively. At present such an abrupt de- 
parture from our customary practice is 
not in sight, but as the Church con- 
tinues to grow it appears that such a 
course will eventually become inevitable. 
THE FINAL DAY 

The state overseers were appointed 
Sunday about 11:00 A. M., after which 
the pastors and workers were duly as- 
signed. Most of the people appeared to 
be well pleased with the appointments 
and returned to their posts to “occupy” 
until Jesus comes, or until the Assembly 
meets again. 

Next year, if Jesus tarries, we antici- 
pate another great Assembly.
